Sin<;e:;jjp;::pBe can logically con- 


tradict the statement that expendi- 
tures and noi valuations or tax rates 
make taxes hijrli, and since it 
has 


been shown that seventy-two per- 
c-rnt oi:' the taxes paid in Rush Boun- 
ty in the last seven years have jroric 
for roads and schools, the one ave- 
nue left open- for Hush county tax- 
payers to pursue in their effoits to 


reduce taxes, is to insist -on a more 
intensified program^ of maintenance 
and less money for new roads. 


It is reported ^on good authority 


that the county commissioners will 
buy 'two more trucks, one "to be sta- 
tioned at Mays and the other at Mil- 
i-oy, to be used iii dragging roads and 
hauling 
material for^ them. 
The 


county now has one truck wb.iehj.is 
stationed at 'Rushville. 
Little good 


has been accomplished with it be- 
cause when a road in 'the remote part 
of the county is to be dragged, a 
large part of the da'}' is required in 
the trip to and from the road 'on 
which the work is being done. 


Rush county spent .$59,953.70 in 


1921 maintaining its roads, exclusive 
of the foiiy-one miles of state high- 
way; according to the annual report 
of'the county highway superintend- 
ent. 
It is a question whether the 


county got value received for the 
money expended because of the sys- 
tem which is followed. 


The thirteen assistant 
highway 


superintendents are in 
charge of 


given sections of roads and they will 
not work on them when it interferes 
with their own farm work. ^ They can 
npt'be blamed for that because the 
pay which they receive .would -not 
warranf them in neglecting their du- 
ties on the fawn. 


However, we have a county high- 


way superintendent who/e business 
it is to see that 'the roads are kept 
in a condition as good as the money 
in the road fund will permit. 
We 


have a truck, road drag and scrapper 
which should be'in use every day in 
the year,"because it appears that a 
resourceful"superintendent could al- 
ways find something for a truck .to. 
do with a scrapper and drag on 375 
miles of road. 


With two trucks and more serap- 


jpers and drags added, there is no 
reason why Rush county's 
roads 


should not be maintained in much 
better fashion 'than -they have been 
and much of the responsibility for 
-keeping them in condition removed 


from the.shoulders of the assistant 
superintendents, who are guided in 
their work, n6t by the needs of the 
road, but by their duties on their 
own farm.
